Mattapoisett Land Trust Eyes Property 

A new strategic effort to increase the protected 
lands of Mattapoisett where it will do the most good was 
public this week by the Mattapoisett Land Trust. 

The proposal is designed to preserve land adjoin- 
ing current trust holdings, or other protected space, in 
order to leverage the environmental and recreational 
benefits that can be achieved. 

The first stage of the plan has been undertaken 
with the signing of an option to purchase 59.55 acres of 
land in the Aucoot area for $300,000. 

"The success of the plan and its final scope will 
depend on the cooperation of land owners and the 
financial support of the general public," said Mattapoisett 
Land Trust President Gary Johnson. 

The nearly 60 acres under agreement is made up

of the so-called Boardman property. It comprises three 
parcels fronting on Aucoot Road, Hollywoods Road, and 
Bowman Road. All three abut property previously given 
to the Land Trust. 

One parcel of 14.8 acres fronts on Aucoot and 
Hollywoods Roads. Eight homes were planned for that 
site. A second parcel of 20.5 acres fronts on Aucoot Road 
and at one time was the planned site for a cellular phone 
tower. Both of these parcels abut the Coyne Preserve, a 17- 
acre piece given to the Mattapoisett Land Trust some 
years ago and running between Hollywoods and Bow- 
man Roads. 

The third Boardman parcel constitutes 24.8 acres. 
It has a bit of frontage on Bowman Road and abuts the 96- 
acre Trust property donated by Ruth Hiller Martocci. That 
extensive piece reaches from Route 6, across from the 
Quaker Meeting House, to the area of Crescent Beach. 

The three Boardman parcels have been valued at 
$600,000 by an independent appraiser Negotiations 
between the Land Trust and Charles "Skip" Boardman 
resulted in a reduced price of $300,000 — or $5,000 an 
acre.

"There are several reasons why the new Land 
Trust efforts and the current acquisition are important 
steps in preserving the rural character of eastern 
Mattapoisett," Mr Johnson said. "First, larger preserved 
tracts of land contribute significantly more to environ- 
mental protection than do many small holdings by 
permitting more biological diversity and more air and 
water purification. One 100-acre lot does more good than 
100 one-acre lots. 

"Secondly, the larger tracts will permit the Land 
Trust to offer more recreational uses; for example, the 
creation of longer trails that could be used for walking 
and nature exploration. 

"Finally, this acquisition, in particular, will help 
insure good water quality in Buzzards Bay, as two of the 
Boardman parcels are in the Hiller Cove watershed which 
empties into a town beach. The third Boardman piece is in 
the Pine Island Cove watershed." 

Mattapoisett Land Trust's Board of Directors has 
noted that in the face of urban sprawl enveloping many 
parts of SouthCoast commimities, time is of the essence in 
shifting control of marginal land from that of private 
interests and potential developers to a conservation 
organization. 

Because the option on the Boardman land must be 
exercised by mid-September, the Mattapoisett Land Trust 
has begun a public fimd-raising effort for $300,000. 

While the fimd drive's initial focus will be on

Then and Now 
Mattapoisett Town Public Beach 
By Virginia Morgan 

Then 

There seems to be some unknown facts as to how 
the town beach acquired its original name in 1887: Durfee 
Beach. There was a William Edward Durfee who had a 
blacksmith shop on Pearl Street near the water, but no 
record if he donated land or donated funds for the 
purpose of a public beach. 

In 1886 the town paid Lemuel LeBaron Holmes 
for Hammond Shipyard lot for public bathing beach at a 
cost of $550, however, this probably was the present 
Shipyard Park and not the beach as we know it today. It 
appears the town borrowed $2,000 to grade the beach, 
build an abutment and fencing. In 1892 bathhouses were 
built at a cost of $120 where townspeople could either 
share a room or pay for a private room. Towels were 
available. 

Regulations were strict for using the beach. For 
males the hours of bathing were from 5:00 am to 8:00 am 
and from 12:00 noon to 2:00 pm. For females the hours 
were from 9:00 am to 11:00 am and from 3:00 to 5:00 pm. 
These rules were in effect at least through 1900. In 1894, 
settees were purchased at a cost of $4.50. In 1913 a raft 
and slide were put in place. Do you remember the slide? I 
remember it as a child, but I believe it was damaged in the 
1938 hurricane. In 1928 the town voted to allow towns- 
people to use the bathhouses without charge.

Following the devastating 1938 hurricane the 
town voted to build a new bathhouse in 1940 at a cost of 
$2,500 by Manuel C. Linhares (a well-known quality 
builder). That building still stands today needing only 
minor repairs over the past 64 years. The Barstow lot 
consisting of 130 feet was purchased in 1940 at a cost of 
$6,000 for the addition to the beach. Window boxes and 
landscaping were donated by a civic group. 

Expanding even further in 1962, the town pur- 
chased two more lots on the east side; one from Ruth S. 
Worsley (15 feet by 125 feet) for $1,000; the second, 
formerly owned Ruth M. Martocci (110 feet by 110 feet) 
for $4,400. Following through on the 1886 committee

confusion as to the process of appealing any decision 
rendered by the Harbormaster's department — which, 
under the town's current Wharf Rules and Regulations, 
should come before the Board of Selectmen, not the MAB. 

"People aren't aware they can come before the 
Board of Selectmen to appeal a decision made by (the 
Harbormaster)," Selectman Lombard said. "They were 
going to the MAB ... they were going to the wrong place. 
You need to make that known ... that they're right to 
appeal is before the Board of Selectmen." 

Likewise, those who have failed to make timely 
payments and have had their mooring privileges revoked 
are to appeal those decisions with the Selectmen, via 
Town Administrator Michael Botelho. 

"Part of the problem was people who had a 
question about their status were referred to the MAB," 
Selectman Collyer said. 

"My decision was, if they didn't make the (pay- 
ment) deadline, they came off the list," Mr. Mach said. 

Mr. Mach also said they hope to begin expanding 
and renovating the Harbormaster's Building at the Town 
Wharf, especially the public restroom facilities. 

"The Harbormaster's building is a top priority," 
Mr. Mach said. "It's about 50 years old now and nothing's 
been done to it. The plan is to push the front of the 
building out to the first two parking spaces. We would 
take the back of the building for restrooms with an 
entrance for both restrooms on the (Shipyard Park) side. It 
would take probably about a year to complete if we start 
in the spring." 

Mr. Mach said the total project is estimated to cost 
about $100,000, which would likely be bonded and paid 
back through the Waterfront Enterprise account. 

"The restrooms are sorely needed ... that can 
proceed without doing (anything else)," Selectman 
Lombard agreed.

uses (them), it's the general public." 

"We were thinking if we're going to do (the 
restrooms), we might as well do it all at once," Mr. Mach 
said. "You could put (the restrooms) in in the winter and 
start (the rest) in the spring. I know we don't have enough 
money in-hand to do the project ... (so) we'll have to 
borrow the money." 

The remainder of the evening was spent discuss- 
ing the best way to approach the re-mapping and re- 
gridding of the harbor so as to balance retaining the 
"open space" for boating activities with fitting in as many 
moorings as possible. 

Mr. Mach showed the board a map with three 
designated mooring fields: a high density area out past 
Ned's Point (where the majority of boats are now 
moored); a medium density area abutting the main 
channel to Mattapoisett Harbor; and a low density area 
closer to Shining Tides. Part of the process would allow 
the town to assign an exact latitude and longitude for 
each mooring site. 

"The intent is to give everyone the equivalent of a 
street address out on the harbor ... that would eliminate a 
lot of problems," Mr Mach said. 

Indeed, Mr. Mach admitted that there is a great 
deal of recreational boating activity in Mattapoisett 
Harbor, so there are sensitive to keeping the mooring 
areas sparse. He's heard from many boaters that they 
don't want Mattapoisett to become densely packed like

"Most of Mattapoisett is a sailing harbor," Mr. 
Mach said. "There were questions about allowing water 
skiing during high tide by permit only. There is an area off 
Shell Beach where you could water ski ... (though) it's not 
the best area." 

"Everyone is talking about people not water 
skiing anymore ... if you don't make it easy for people, 
they won't do it," said Steve Ruel. "How does a kid learn 
about boating ... if you don't have access out there? You're 
going to shut the door and it's over. That's why I say fight 
to keep it the way it is. To take that area away and put a 
bunch of moorings in there, you're going to destroy this 
harbor — you're going to take a valuable resource away." 

But Mr. Mach said there remains the matter of 
some 140 people currently on a waiting list to get a 
mooring in Mattapoisett, with an average wait time of 14 
to 16 years. 

Selectman Lombard, who admitted he is not a 
boater, said they'll just have to find a happy medium and 
they'll never please everyone. "You're never going to

Wild Baby Birds 

1 found a baby bird on the ground, what should I 
feed it? 

Baby birds are frequently found near their 
nests. If the bird has no feathers, try to find 
the nest and put the bird back. If the bird is 
mobile and feathered, keep dogs and cats 
from the area and the mother bird will 
probably feed and care for it. 

I thought that if I touched the bird that the mother 
would smell my scent and would reject the baby.

make (the water skiiers), or the YMCA camp, or those on 
the mooring waiting list happy at the same time," he said. 

In other matters, Mr. Botelho noted that ORR 
School Superintendent Dr. William Cooper contacted him 
about the recent school bus re-bidding process for 
Mattapoisett. The new bids were opened and the trans- 
portation costs for the local Mattapoisett schools came in 
$89,000 over budget. Mr. Botelho said Dr. Cooper pro- 
posed to offset a portion of this money with a contribu- 
tion from the ORR School District's END Fund, spread 
out over three years. 

"The region received over $100,000 more in state 
aid than what they planned for in their budget," Select- 
man Lombard said. "If it comes in higher than that, they 
are supposed to come to this Board of Selectmen and we 
are to decide what is done with that money. If that's the 
case, we need to know what that sum of money is. They 
either get to keep the money or return it to the town." 

The board also discussed getting cost estimates to 
replace the town's ambulance which has been in constant 
need of repair in recent weeks. They would like to have 
these figures in hand for a planned Special Town Meeting 
this fall. 

There being no further matters to come before the 
board, they unanimously voted to adjourn for the evening 
at 9:00 pm.

Rochester Selectmen's Meeting 

August 2, 2004 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, August 2, 2004 
at 7:01 pm by Chairman Gary Laboa. Also present were 
Selectman Richard Nunes, Selectman Bradford Morse, 
Town Administrator James Huntoon, and Administrative 
Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. 

The board first approved the minutes of the July 
26 meeting's Open and Executive Sessions. 

Mr Huntoon noted the recently-formed Tri-Town 
Business Association sent notice that they are meeting 
once a month and they hope to get participation from area 
town officials. "It's a group of business leaders that gets 
together, monthly, and we don't raise money ... we're 
hoping to get membership from all three towns," said 
member and Rochester Town Moderator Greenwood 
Hartley III. 

At 7:05 pm the board met jointly with Mr. Hartley 
and Finance Committee (FinCom) Chairman Michael 
Costa to appoint Kelly Sullivan Morgado and Richard 
Wisniewski to the Personnel Board. On a related matter. 
Chairman Costa said they are not yet prepared to make 
appointments to the FinCom at this time but will have 
recommendations after their next meeting. 

The board then signed and approved the town's 
Dog Warrant and Animal Control Officer (AGO) Alex 
Wheeler advised they have sent notices to all dog owners 
to get their pets licensed. "We've had 250 people who 
didn't license their dogs and we've sent out cards (to 
them)," Mr. Wheeler said. "We have approximately 20 
who haven't responded (to date). I'd like to give them one 
more week and if within a week they don't (respond), 
we'll act on the warrant and issue a summons."

In addition, Mr. Wheeler informed the board he 
recently received a grant with the help of Animal Advo- 
cates from Dartmouth to get cats and dogs spayed or 
neutered in town as needed. This will greatly help in 
reducing the stray animal problem in town. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Huntoon reported that ORR School Superintendent Dr. 
William Cooper will be asking the three towns to allocate 
an additional $60,000 to cover transportation contracts for 
Mattapoisett and Marion for the 2004-2005 school year. 
The ORR School District recently awarded school bus bids 
but found they had underestimated the amounts for 
Mattapoisett and Marion while Rochester's contract came 
in at $19,000 under bid. 

"Mattapoisett over the next two years will 
reimburse the district back $25,000 each of those years," 
Mr. Huntoon said. "(Dr. Cooper) wanted each of the 
Board of Selectmen to have notice of that so it wouldn't be 
a surprise. He asked if the Rochester (Selectmen) would 
endorse that. I don't believe we have any authority within 
the district — it's the ORR District School Committee's 
decision. It just sounds a little odd that the district is

giving the town sort of like a loan." 

"In order to make any kind of official endorse- 
ment, I would need more information," Chairman Laboa 
agreed. "I would want to know what's in that accoimt 
each year."

Some topics surfaced recently at a meeting of the 
Mattapoisett Bike Path Study Committee and these issues 
should be resolved/w/Zi/ before any path is undertaken. 

One dealt with motorized scooters. Police Chief Mary 
Lyons, in attendance, said there are no regulations governing 
these vehicles. It means there is no age limit, no license required, 
obviously no insurance coverage and no speed limits. Great. 

Picture one of these scooters on the path colliding with 
a jogger, walker, cyclist, etc. At present, nothing can be done. 
These vehicles can go over 20 miles-per-hour and the injuries 
resulting from them have caused several cities to try and ban 
them from sidewalks. 

Second, the bridge over the Mattapoisett River, 
adjacent to the YMCA Camp, will have to be widened. Would it 
be safe at this point? Any studies being done on it? 

Then there is the bridge that wiU have to span the creek 
near the beach adjacent to the YMCA Camp. At last note it was 
to be 50 feet in length. How will it stand up to major storms? 
Can pilings be safely driven to insure its stability? Take a look at 
some of the homes that have been wrecked as a result of 
hurricanes and ask if the bridge will survive. If not, who 
replaces it?

parked along Mattapoisett Neck Road, Chief Lyons admitted. 
Residents on the road have already expressed interest in "no 
parking" signs. Highway Surveyor Wes Bowman said parking 
problems could ensue on Main Street after the proposed path 
crosses Route 6. And there will be a need for a turnaround for 
emergency vehicles using the path. So far, that spot has not been 
figured out. 

Finally, there is the question of liability to the town. 
Accidents, sand across the path (following a coastal storm), etc.

Nobody plays solitaire in Jonathan Demme's new rendition of 
The Manchurian Candidate, and I wondered why until I reflected on 
the meaning of the card game in the original 1962 film, wherein a 
brainwashed soldier was triggered to kill by the sight of the queen 
of diamonds. In 1962, red didn't just mean blood; it meant commies, 
and the red queen was ... well, let's not spoil anything. Today, 
communism isn't a big worry; terrorism is, and, for some of us, the 
bigger worry is a government that takes away our rights in the name 
of fighting terrorism and does deals with corporations that profit 
handsomely from military operations. Thus, in the remake, the 
puppetmaster is not Manchuria but Manchurian Global, a 
Halliburton-like outfit represented by three shady guys, including 
a stogie- waving Dean Stockwell. 

How does the new Manchurian stack up to the old? For some, 
nothing can replace John Frankenheimer's original, so far ahead of 
its time that it was considered a lurid paranoid fantasy imtil JFK was 
shot and the '60s started getting weird and scary. Under 
Frankenheimer's rock-solid direction, Frank Sinatra actually be- 
stirred himself and gave a performance, and the script included 
many winking, cynical references to the way things really worked 
(such as the way the McCarthy-esque senator comes up with the 
magic number of 57 commimists). Both films, I think, need to be 
viewed within the context of their times, and Demme's Candidate is, 
if anything, more relevant to 2004 than Frankenheimer's was to 1962 
(in retrospect it seems more prescient than relevant). 

After a few questionable moves (including his previous film, 
the flop remake The Truth About Chariie), Demme puts on his game 
face and remembers the instincts that led him to fortune and glory 
with The Silence of the Lambs. His Manchurian Candidate honors the 
original in every way — mainly by being its own reckless beast, 
powered by unstable, off-center camerawork (and many, many 
huge, staring-right-into-the-back-row close-ups). Demme's film- 
making has lost none of its jazz, and some of the uglier moments — 
like the flashbacks and dreams, glimpses of medical mutilation and 
horror — rival the creep-out factor in Silence. His casting remains as 
quirky as ever, too; it's a kick to see Demme regulars Tike Charles 
Napier, Tracey Walter, and even Robyn Hitchcock in an $80 million 




Paramount thriller opening in almost 3,000 theaters. 

Denzel Washington takes the Sinatra role, as war veteran Ben 
Marco (this time it's Desert Storm rather than the Korean War), who 
has been having odd dreams about a soldier in his unit, Raymond 
Shaw (Liev Schreiber, doing his best to out-icicle Lawrence Harvey). 
Washington is one of those actors Alfred Hitchcock would've loved 
— he projects decency and intelligence, so we believe him when he 
starts talking crazy, even when no one else does. Marco has doubts 
about Shaw's heroic actions in battle, not to mention Shaw's domi- 
neering mother (Meryl Streep, enjoying herself sinfully), who's 
grooming him for the vice-presidency. Along the way, Marco en- 
counters such oddities as skin implants, Jeffrey Wright as a stam- 
mering veteran with walls full of anguished scribblings, and Kim- 
berly Elise as a supermarket cashier who might be overqualif ied for 
the job. 

I can only hint and suggest from here, but suffice it to say that 
if you've seen the first Manchurian Candidate, you don't know how 
the new one ends (I approve of the change, and it works well with 
the Oedipal subtext, which Demme and ms writers ratchet up a bit). 
I don't think the words "Democrat" or "Republican" are spoken in 
the film, but this is still likely the most electrifying political movie 
made in this country since Oliver Stone's JFK (and yes, that includes 
Fahrenheit 9/11). What effect, if any, will it have on the presidential 
election? I don't know, other than maybe making a few impression- 
able moviegoers scrutinize Kerry and Edwards, looking for the red 
queen behind Edwards. The not-very-subtle parallels to Halliburton 
won't make Bush supporters happy, and the implication that poli- 
ticians who talk the little-guy talk are really in tnrall to the fatcats 
probably isn't what the Kerry campaign wants people to muse on, 
either. Like the original, this Manchurian Candidate is an equal- 
opportunity troublemaker.

It's been almost a week now, so will you puh-leeze stop 
mourning the loss of Nomar already? Alas, there's nothing you 
can do about it. Nomar is, sadly, no mas. 

As a means of healing your hurting soul and exorcising those 
deep-seated Boston Red Sox demons, might I suggest a good, 
old-fashioned "boys of summer" read? In fact, there's a veritable 
triple-play of solid, entertaining baseball books out now that will 
soon help you forget about all-things-Garciaparra. And if that 
isn't enough, all three tomes have local connections: two are long- 
overdue examinations of the renowned Cape Cod baseball farm 
league which has spawned its fair share of big-name players, 
and the third is a fascinating historical novel about Jackie 
Robinson from none other than mystery man and Mattapoisett 
native Robert B. Parker 

• Baseball on Cape Cod by Dan Crowley; 128 pages; 
softcover; Arcadia Publishing; $19.99. 

It all began with the first organized game on a field owned 
by sea captain Edward Nichols along School Street in Sandwich, 
MA way back in 1865. Since then, America's pasttime has pros- 
pered among the dunes of Cape Cod. 

Dan Crowley's Baseball on Cape Cod is a compelling photo- 
album compendium of images tracing the history of what has 
become the country's premier collegiate summer baseball league. 
Indeed, over the past century the Cape Cod Baseball League has 
become the undisputed steppingstone to the major leagues, with 
many former players now immortalized in the Baseball Hall of 
Fame in Cooperstown. 

Crowley balances the collection of team and individual pho- 
tos with ample captions detailing how the sport has become leg- 
endary on Cape Cod ... and how legends like "Buck" Showalter, 
Robin Ventura, Carlton Fisk, and Jeff Bagwell cut their teeth play- 
ing for one of the many Cape teams. To this day, the league re- 
mains home to some of the finest amateur baseball in the nation, 
and Crowley's book provides a great introduction to this some- 
times overlooked part of Cape Cod history. 

• The Last Best League: One Summer, One Season, One 
Dream by Jim Collins; 288 pages; hardcover; Da Capo Press; 
$24.00. 

Once you've tasted Crowley's appetizer book, you may want 
to move on to the main course with Jim Collins' The Last Best 
League: One Summer, One Season, One Dream, a detailed play-by- 
play of a single season in the Cape Cod league. Collins opts to 
examine the amateur league in the here-and-now and clearly 
demonstrates why one out of every six major league players (in- 
cluding the now-lamented Nomar Garciaparra) called the Cape 
Cod organization their training ground. 

Collins meticulously chronicles a season in the life of the 
Chatham A's, perhaps the most celebrated team in the Cape Cod 
Baseball League. Although a work of non-fiction, Collins' book 
reads like a fascinating novel which delves into the lives of both 
the league's die-hard fans and its up-and-coming players — both 
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of which hang

As in life, nothing in baseball is 
certain. And Collins wisely celebrates both, to borrow an over- 
used sports phrase, "the thrill of victory and the agony of de- 
feat."

Last, but not least, mystery writer and Spenser scribe Rob- 
ert B. Parker blends his own boyhood baseball memories with 
the looming legend of Jackie Robinson and adds a dose of what 
he does best to produce Double Play, an intriguing historical novel 
that is part autobiography, part sports tribute. Given that this 
prolific writer has gradually added detours into Jesse Stone and 
Sunny Randall adventures to his annual Spenser outings — 
which, I hate to admit, feel more pedestrian and forced these 
days — it's clear that he longs to flex his creative muscle in places 
outside Spenser's Boston. And thankfully so. 

Like stellar "non-Spenser" offerings Gunman's Rhapsody and 
All Our Yesterdays — two of my all-time favorite Parker books — 
Double Play is a refreshing and surprising novel with only the 
faintest whiff of the indelible Spenser-Hawk framework evident 
in the relationship between protagonist Joseph Burke and the 
man he is hired to guard: Jackie Robinson. The book takes place 
in 1947 when Robinson breaks Major League Baseball's color 
barrier by agreeing to play for the Brooklyn Dodgers. Both Burke 
and his charge are men of honor and yet both are wrestling with 
their own personal demons. As its title suggests. Double Play 
shows that a little teamwork can go a long way.
